DRASTIC REFORM DEMANDED

Washington. June 4. — President 
Roosevelt this morning transmitted 
the following message to Congress, to¬ 
gether with the text of the report of 
Messrs. Reynolds and Neill on the sub¬ 
ject of conditions in the Chicago pack¬ 
ing houses:

President’s Message. 

To the Senate and House of Represent¬ 
atives: 1 transmit herewith the report of 
Mr. James Bronson Reynolds and Coni 
mlssloner Charles P. Neill, the special 
committee whom I appointed to Investi¬ 
gate into the conditions I nthe stockyard* 
of Chicago and report thereon to me. 
This report Is of a preliminary nature. 1 
submit it to you now because it shows 
the urgent need of immediate action by 
the Congress In the direction of providing 
a drastic and thoroughgoing Inspection by 
the Federal Government of all stock 
yard* and packing houses and of their 
products so far as the latter enter into 
Interstate or foreign commerce. The con 
dltions shown by even this short Inspec¬ 
tion to exist In the Chicago stockyards 
are revolt lug. it is imperatively neces¬ 
sary. In the interest of decency, that they 
should be radically changed. Under the 
existing law It is wholly Impossible to 
secure satisfactory results. 

When my attention was first directed to 
this matter art Investigation was made 
under the Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the Department of Agriculture. When 
the preliminary statements of this inves¬ 
tigation Were brought to tny attention 
they showed such defects In the law and 
such wholly unexpected conditions that 1

The report shows th.wt the stork yards 
und packing houses arc not kvpi even 
reasonably clean, and that the method 
of Imndl^ig and preparing food products 
is uncleanly and dangerous to health. 
Under existing law the National Govern¬ 
ment has no power to enforce inspection 
of the many forms of prepared meat food 
pruducis that are dally going rroni tne 
packing house* into interstate commerce. 
Owing to an Inadequate appropriation the 
Department of Agriculture is not even 
able to place Inspectors in all establish¬ 
ment* desiring them. The present law 
prohibits the shipment of uninspected 
incut to foreign countries, but there is no 
provision forbidding the shipment of un¬ 
inspected meats in interstate commerce, 
and thus the avenues of Interstate com¬ 
merce are left open to truffle In diseased 
or spoiled meats. If. as has been alleg'd 
on seemingly good authority. furth« r 
evils exist, such u« the Improper use of 
chemicals and dyes, the Government lacks 
power to remedy them. A law is needed 
Which Will enable the Inspector* of the 
General Government to Inspect and super¬ 
vise. from the hoof to the can. the prep¬ 
aration of the meat food product. The 
evil seems to be much less in the sale of 
dressed carcassea than In the sale of 
canned and other prepared products. 

In tny Judgment the expense of the in¬ 
spection should be paid by u fee levied on 
each itninml slaughtered. If this N not 
done tlie whole nurpo**-* of the law ran at 
any time be defeated through an tnsuffi- 
clent appropriation; and whenever there 
w'us no particular public interest in the 
subject it should not be easy, but natural 
to make the appropriation Insufficient If 
It were not for this consideration 1 should 
I favor the Government paying for It 
The alarm expressed in certain quarter* 
concerning this feature should be allayed 
by a renhmatlon of the fuel that in no 
case, under such n law. will the cost of 
inspection exceed eight cents per head.

Investigation Not Finished. 

I cgll spe<lal attention to the fact that 
this report Is prellmlnarv. and that the in¬ 
vestigation i* still unfinished. It in pot 
yet possible to report on the alleged 
abuse* In the use or deleterious chomiml 
compound* in connection with canning and 

{ ireuervlng meat products, nor on tho al- 
eged doctoring In this fashion of tainted 
meat and of products returned to the 
packers a* having grown unsalable or un¬ 
usable from age or from other reasons. 
Grave allegations ore made in reference 
to abuses of this nature. 

Let us repeat thnt under the present luw 
there practically is no method of stopping 
these abuse* If they should be discovered 
to exist. Legislation la needed to prevent 
the possibility of all abuses in the future. 
If no legislation I* paused, then the excel¬ 
lent result* accomplished by the work of 
this special committee will end tin* only 
so long u» the memory of the committee's 
work 1* fresh, and recrudescence of the 
abuses i.« absolutely certain.

These 
friends Included Bailie Waggener. of 
Atchison, a Dem»>crat; W. P. Hack¬ 
ney, George Findley and a few others. 
As had been his custom since the 
charges of Irregularities were first 
brought against him.

Af¬ 
ter the fair was over it woe found that 
tho receipts would not pay the expend¬ 
itures by something like $12,000. The 
Owensboro guarantors made the plea 
that the manager* had been extrava¬ 
gant In the expending of money, and 
flatly refused to pay the amount of the 
deficit. A suit was filed for the amount 
and the cast taken to the Court of 
Appeals. The Court of Appeals de¬ 
cided that the Owensboro guarantors 
w’ere liable.

Indianapolis, June 4—John C. New 
died at his home. 618 North Pennsyl¬ 
vania street, this afternoon at 6:10 
o’clock of dropsy. Around his bedside 
were hi* wife, his son.

vice chairman of the National Repub¬ 
lican Committee, and his daughtet*. 
Mrs. Ernest H. BurTnrd. of this city. 
Another daughter. Mrs. W. R. McKean, 
Jr., Is en route here from her home In 
Omaha. Neb. 

Mr. New had been sick for nearly a 
year. 

He wa* bom In 1831 In Vernon. Ind. 
He was educated at Bethany College, 
Va., and studied law’ In the office of 
former Gov. Wallace of Indiana. He 
served a term as Clerk of Marlon coun¬ 
ty and wa* appointed by Gov. Oliver P. 
Morton. Indiana’s war Governor. Quar¬ 
termaster General during the Civil War. 
He served a term In the State Senate 
and entered the banking business. In 
1875 President Grant appointed him 
United States Treasurer, which position 
he resigned the following year, when he 
bought the Indianapolis Journal, of 
which he wa* proprietor for many 
years. He was chairman of the Indiana 
Republican Committee curing the cam-’ 
palgn'of 1876. and In 1882 President Ar¬ 
thur appointed him Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury. He resigned thl* po¬ 
sition In 1884. when, as state chairman,

Judge M. C. Givens, aged seventy-four 
years, died this morning after a three 
weeks’ illness of kidney trouble. 

Judge Matthew’ C. Givens was born 
April 14. 1826. In Hopkins county. Ky.. 
where he wa* reared. He wa* gradu¬ 
ated from Georgetown College, after 
which he located at Providence, Web¬ 
ster county, w’here ho farmed and prac¬ 
ticed law during the Civil War. At the 
close of the war he removed to Dixon, 
the county seat of WebsR?r county. 

He married Miss Catherine Hunt, of 
Christian county, to w’htch union six 
children were born— James H. Givens, 
of Pomona, Mo.; Duncan C. Givens, of 
Evansville, In<L; Mrs. Samuel V. Dixon, 
of Henderson; Judge C. C. Givens, of 
MadtsonvlUe; Mr*. L. J. Henderson, of 
Chattanooga, Tenn.. and George D. 
Givens, of Henderson. 

Judge Givens served with great cred¬ 
it, honor and dignity as Circuit Judge 
of tho Fifth Judicial district for eleven 
tears, from 1886 to 1S97. The first race 
he made for Circuit Judge was in 1887, 
against Judge Ben P. Clseell. the then 
Incumbent, and he was defeated. In 
his second race he was opposed by 
Judge dwell, and was victorious. This 
judicial district was then composed of 
Webster. Union, Henderson and Crit¬ 
tenden counties. 

After serving hts first term Judge 
Givens was a candidate ror ©-election, 
and was opposed by Judge John L 
Dorsey. The Judicial district at this 
time was ^composed of all the above 
named counties except Crittenden. 
Judge Givens was elected by a majori¬ 
ty of twenty-six votes In the district. 
In his sepond race witn Judge Ctssell 
Judge Givens carrhd every county in 
the district. 

At the time Judge Givens wo* 
first elected he restded at Dixon. 
Webster county. Shortly after his 
election he removed with his family to 
Morganfleld, Union county. During his 
second term he moved to this city, 
where he had since lived. 

Since he went off the Circuit bench 
Judge Givens had been engaged In law 
with his youngest son. George D. Olv- 
ens, and enjoyed a lucrative practice. 
He had taken a great Interest In pub¬ 
lic Improvements, and many of the re¬ 
cent additions to Henderson’s park sys¬ 
tem are due largely to his efforts. So 
excellent was his work along this line 
that tho Ladles’ Civic League Improve¬ 
ment Society of this city made him an 
honorary member.

MAJORITY GIVES CLEAN BILL 


Following a minority and a majority 
report to the School Board on the pur¬ 
chase of the Pearl street school site, 
lost night, Marlon W. Ripy, who sign¬ 
ed the minority report, said he was 
going before the grand Jury and ask 
for an investigation. In hts report he 
recommends that Trustee Stahl In. Jr..

Two reports, one signed by Marlon 
W. Ripy and the other by Phil B. 
Thompson and James Norton, were 
made to the board at Its regular 
monthly meeting hurt night by the com¬ 
mittee which had been appointed by 
President Edward J. Buechel to inves¬ 
tigate the alleged Irregularities In the 
matter of the purchase of the lot for 
the colored school building on Pearl 
street. The majority report, which 
was read first, contained the following 
sentence, epitomizing the finding* of 
the majority of the committee: 

**At the conclusion of all the tes¬ 
timony. your committee begs to report 
that it did not ascertain any fhet. or 
hear any evidence, implicating any 
member of the School Board, or any of 
its ofUcers. in any conduct that was 
or is improper."

Should Go To Grand Jury. 

Tho report of the minority, signed 
by Mr. Ripy, on the other hand, found 
that evidence had been found to show 
that If Ben Steblln, Jr., trustee from 
the Third district, had not been guilty 
of malfeasance in office, he had been 
criminally negligent In not reporting 
information he had to the board. Three 
recommendations were contained In Mr. 
Rlpy's report, as follows: 

That, as Mr. Stehlin has show’n him¬ 
self to be disqualified for his office, he 
be expelled from the board. 

That, as the investigation had not 
been conducted as Mr. Ripy had out¬ 
lined it, and as in Justice It should have 
been, it should be referred to the grand 
Jury of the Criminal Court, where

That, as it had been show,*n that 
Charles J. Cron an. the real estate agent 
who engineered the deal, had made un¬ 
true representations, suit should be In¬ 
stituted by the School Board against 
him for the difference between what 
was paid by the School Board and w hat 
was received by the original owners, 
less Mr. Croflan’s legitimate commis¬ 
sion.

The minority report further censured 
the conduct of Wallace McKay, attor¬ 
ney for the School Board, in that he 
ervated a loophole for the witnesses to 
escape by "volunteering” that the oaths 
administered by Miss Pauline Ecken- 
roth wen* not binding and In other po¬ 
sitions taken by him during the inves¬ 
tigation.

FACTS ARE SUPPRESSED. 


Central City. Ky.. June 4— [Spe- 
rial.}—Mr*. George Whltehouse, living 
near Bevlor. was Assaulted Saturday 
by Harrison Alexander, a negro eight¬ 
een years old. of this place. The af¬ 
fair occurred at the old camp meet¬ 
ing ground, on the road between Cen¬ 
tral City and Bevler, and the negro was 
arrested here at the Carnival on Fat ir- 
day night. Mrs. Whltehouse Is an Im¬ 
becile. the wife of George Whltehouse. 
who ran off about two years ago with 
another woman. She has two children. 
Joe Dool&n. another negro, was ar« 
rested with Alexander, but the former 
claims that he fought the latter In de¬ 
fense of the woman, and this story Is 
corroborated by Mrs. Whitch us*. Al¬ 
exander claims that both negroes were 
guilty. 

She was attacked In the public road 
and pulled seventy yards to the brush, 
and after committing the crime Alex¬ 
ander endeavored to pull her tongue 
out to prevent her telling. The affair 
was kept extremely quiet, there being 
danger of mob violence by the unu¬ 
sually large crowd assembled on the 
streets attending the Carnival, only the 
officers learning the details. The negro 
has been taken to the county Jail at 
Greenville and the officers will watch 
for any evidence of mob violence and 
place an extra guard about the Jail 
This Is not the first time the Alexander 
negro has been In trouble.

In con¬ 
trast with their view' w© call attention to 
a report on packing house conditions by 
Prof. T. J. Burrlll. PH. D.. vice president 
and professor of bacteriology of the Uiil- 
% entity of Illinois, and Prof. H. b. 
Urindley, professor of chemistry at the 
same Institution. 

This report by Prof*. Burrlll and Grimi¬ 
ly, which recite* the result* of an Inves- 
tlg.ttlun made within ten d*v*. 1 * offer¬ 
ed hr the packers as their commentary 
on tne detailed allegations of Messrs. 
Neill and Reynolds. After going into de¬ 
tail on their Investigation nnd asserting 
that the general condition* In connection 
with th© meat packing Industry are a* 
good as could be expected under the cir¬ 
cumstances, their report says:

No Place For Dress Suits. 

“Our observations makes It impossible 
for us to believe the horrible stories re¬ 
cently appearing in print, or that any¬ 
thing approaching th»* described condi¬ 
tions in this industry really exists. It 
wns apparent to us that the work of ihe 
Government Inspectors was done in strict 
accordance with the regulations issu'd 
by the Bureau of Animal 1nd<wtry The 
condemned carcasses or parts of carcass¬ 
es are follow, d h> these officials, notwith¬ 
standing statements to the contrary, to 
the rendering tonka, and these tanks .ire 
oealed and unsealed In their presence 
and only In their presence. If these men 
ur© tx»mpetent for their work, ami they 
appeared to us to be performing their 
duty, it is impossible for the packers 
If they w> desired, to use unlawfully ern- 
demned animals or carcasses.

We saw only 
one man expectorate during our entire 
Investigation and h© w\i* a Government 
official. The packing business !s for 
butchers, and anyone having any con¬ 
nection with the actual wotk has no use 
for dr©*© suits or kid gloves, as It Is not

ican live stock and meat producing In¬ 
dustry This phase of tho question cannot 
be evaded. At the risk of being accused 
of trying to hide behind th© farmer, w'e 
say that hasty, ill-digested, intemperate 
criticism of American packing house* 
strikes not at the packer*, but at every 
farmer who raise* a hog. sheep or steer 
for market. Without the foreign market 
errated by th© packing Industry the 
American live stock growers’ business 
Would be absolutely stripped of profit. 

When Investigation by Messrs. Neill and 
Reynolds wo* undertaken we aitsumed 
that Us purpose was to forward Improve¬ 
ment In packing hous© conditions If im¬ 
provements could Ik» devised, rathor than 
to gather ammunition for an attack upon 
the live stock and im-Ht producing In¬ 
dustry Acting upon this belief, we in¬ 
vited from these Investigator* and from 
President Roosevelt any practical sug¬ 
gestion* they could make for th© Im¬ 
provement of packing house conditions, 
und at the same time we guaranteed that 
their suggestions would be carried out- 

We know our method* are good; but we 
stand ready to adopt any practical sug¬ 
gestion In tho line of Improvement. «<• 
do, however, roost emphatically ulssent 
from the opinion that the way to better 
the public’s food supply is to attack the 
source of production that is already under 
thorough Government supervision. 

Bad Conditions In Buffalo. 

Buffalo. N. Y.. June 4 —In a message 
to th« Common Council to-day. Mayor 
Adam calls attention to the recent ar¬ 
ticle* published here, which he says, 
“have revealed conditions In connec¬ 
tion with the slaughter of animal* and 
the preparation of meat food* at East 
Buffalo that are grewsomc to contem¬ 
plate.”

Warning British Consumers. 

London. June 5.—President Roose¬ 
velt’s message to Congress on the meat 
matter «s substantially confirming 
some if not the worst of the charges 
against the inkers Is the subject of 
general editorial discussion In the Lon¬ 
don newspapers this morning, and Is 
used as a warning to British consum¬

Madrid. June 4 .—The populace of th© 
Spanish capita] Is gradually recovering 
Its composure and the programme of 
wedding festivities Is being carried out, 
although the nerve-racking tragedy of 
May SI Is likely to leave a lasting Im¬ 
pression on th© royal family a* well 
as the people here. 

The principal event her© to-day was 
the military review at Carabanehel 
camp, at which King Alfonso and 
Queen Victoria were present. Th© far¬ 
mer. who wore th© uniform of a Cap¬ 
tain General, and who was mounted on 
a handsome bay. galloped along the 
lines. His escort was composed of of¬ 
ficers of all nations in variegated uni¬ 
forms. Lieut. U S Grant, the Ameri¬ 
can representative, being conspicuous 
in the white summer uniform of the 
United States army. 

The Wadraa regiment, which lost sev¬ 
eral of It* officers and privates by the 
bomb explosion last Thursday, occupied 
the post of honor nnd was enthusiastic¬ 
ally applauded. About IB.000 soldier* 
and sailor* participated in th© review. 

The military review was followed by 
a musical competition this afternoon 
an\l n gala ball to-night at th* palace 
of the Duchess Fernan Nunc*, which 
was attended by Ihe members of the 
Spanish royal family and the visiting 
Prince* and envoys. 

The newspapers of Madrid ar© chief¬ 
ly giving their attention to the neel 
of measures for the protection of socie¬ 
ty against anarchy, but point out the 
difficult I©* which ©veil the freest coun- 
tib-?. such I be United State* and 
France, have experienced In restraining 
th© activities of this element. 

Members of th© family of Manual 
Moral"*, th© perpetrator of tin* bomb 
outrage, nr© expected to arrive in Mad¬ 
rid to-night. The burial of the as¬ 
sassin probably will rake place to¬ 
morrow In some obscure place.

Washington. June 4.—President 
Roosevelt has declined to entertain any 
proposition looking to further investi¬ 
gation Into the methods of the alleged 
Drug Trust before the proceedings re¬ 
cently Instituted at Indianapolis by the 
Attorney Genera! are pushed. Follow, 
lng Interviews with him by representa¬ 
tives of the National Association of Re¬ 
tail Druggists, at which Mr. Purdy. 
Assistant Attorney General, was pres¬ 
ent. the President ha* concluded that 
he will not interfere, but leave the 
whole matter in the hands of the De¬ 
partment of Justice, for such further 
action as the Attorney General may 
see fit to take. 

It was stated at the department that 
Investigation has been going on for 
several months, and that the depart¬ 
ment is entirely satisfied with the evi¬ 
dence which has been secured, and that 
the prosecution would be conducted 
without detay. 

In a memorial to the President made 
public to-dny. the retailers allege thut 
they have not been given the “square 
deal." It Is asserted that about a year 
ago. when the Lodor suit. In Philadel¬ 
phia. was under way. counsel for the 
retailers Interviewed the United States 
Attorney at Chicago, and offered him 
every’ opportunity to Investigate th- > 
methods of the aMOdgtkm, which, they 
stated, were an op»*n nook.

The interview with the District At¬ 
torney', It Is added, was followed by 
others with Mr. Garfield. Commission¬ 
er of Corporations, ond Asaistunt At¬ 
torney General Day. during which th*- 
fact w'ns stated that If th** association 
was In any manner violating the law 
It would be glad to modify Its meth¬ 
ods. It Is claimed in the memorial 
that In this Instance, as In th© case of 
the District Attorney at Chicago, as¬ 
surance was given that the association 
should have ample notice of uny pro¬ 
ceeding. 

• • • 

Courted Inspection. 

The memorial sets forth that the as¬ 
sociation courted Governmental Inspec¬ 
tion and any suggestion which would 
be helpful, and declares that It* 30.000 
members scattered ail over the country 
could not afford to be under ihe Impu¬ 
tation of violating the law. The me¬ 
morial calls special attention to the fact 
that the promises for a hearing before 
and action was taken were Violated, al¬ 
though the plan* of the association 
have undergone great climiges to meet 
th© rulings laid down by the United 
States Court of Appeals at Philadel¬ 
phia. 

The memorial expressly states that 
the association was organized against 
the trust*, the views In this respect be¬ 
ing stated ns follows.

The Tainted Senator*. ' 

Pending action by the Senato In his 
case, John K. Burton, Senator from 
Kansas, whose conviction for violation 
of the law prohibiting members of Con¬ 
gress from taking fee* for service of 
client* In the departments, ha* tendei- 
ed his resignation to Gov. Iloch. This 
will leave the Senate without power of 
action in tho case, as tho resignation 
vacates his seat and removes him from 
the Jurisdiction of the Senate. It 
would huve comported bettor with the 
dignity of the Senate If It hud exer¬ 
cised its constitutional power and ex¬ 
pelled the guilty 8enator Instead of 
permitting him to retire without such 
rebuke. It is true that the resigna¬ 
tion. under the circumstances, amounts 
to confession and removes none of the 
stigma which attaches to his offense. 
But it makes more marked the derelic¬ 
tion of the Senate In permitting a 
member, guilty of an offense which 
proved him so unworthy of a seat in 
that body, to resign under such cir¬ 
cumstances. 

A somewhat similar occurrence took 
place during Gen. Grant's first term, 
when Secretary of War Belknap was 
charged in the House with selling 
offices within his gift. Steps were taken 
in tho House looking to his prosecution, 
when he resigned, and put an end to 
further proceedings. His act was re¬ 
garded ns tantamount to confession, 
but with the relinquishment of his 
office there was no further ground upon 
which he could be prosecuted. 

Such practice In the case of civil offi¬ 
cers. which permits them to escape the 
moral, tf not the legal penalties for 
corrupt official acts, seems plainly 
against a sound public policy and good 
morals. It Is not so In military law. 
An officer charged with violation of 
the regulations of war cannot escape 
trial or punishment by a tender of his 
resignation, but must submit to trial 
by court-martial, and If found guilty 
of the charges, suffer such penalty as 
may be adjudged against him, unless 
pardoned by the President or other 
competent authority. He cannot secure 
Immunity from disgrace by resignation, 
as in the civil cases herein referred to. 
The regulation is n wise one, nnd gives 
to the army a tone of honor and pride 
lti It* maintenance which Is of incal¬ 
culable value. There Is every reason 
why there should be observance of a 
similar high standard of official re¬ 
sponsibility in the court of adminis¬ 
tration. 

Case*! are not wanting In which there 
ha* been similar disregard of this prin¬ 
ciple In the lower house of Congress. 
In one Instance in which It is unnec¬ 
essary to cite names. It wu* charged 
In the House that a certain member 
had been guilty of selling a cadetship 
and a resolution was offered appoint¬ 
ing a committee to Investigate the 
matter. The some night the member 
telegraphed to the Governor of his 
State resigning his seat, and this. Ipso 
facto, terminating hi* membership, 
there could be no farther proceeding* 
hi the House against him. The case 
is parallel in this respect with that 
of Senator Burton, whose act of res- 
7* Ignatnon severs hi* connection with 
the Semite as completely. In respect of 
any authority It might attempt to exer¬ 
cise agaimrt him, u* If he had never 
been a member of that body. There 
was then no law which prohibited such 
acta os the sole of cadetships or acting 


Penrose In Trouble. 

Senator Penrose, of Pennsylvania, 
has sounded a note of alarm by seeking 
to get tho indorsement of the President 
for the ticket which he propose* to 
nominate to-morrow. With tho vigor¬ 
ous backing of the Administration he 
hopes to win. Without it he has grave 
fear? that ho will bo overthrown. His 
term In the Senate does not expire un- 
tW 1909, but If he should be beaten this 
year the effect would most likely bo 
disastrous. 

In 1904 Roosevelt carried Pennsyl¬ 
vania by 505.519 plurality. But a good 
many things have happened since that 
time. | The Penrose party have indicated 
that they meant to steal everything 
In the State, and that was too much 
even for Pennsylvania. A revolt oc¬ 
curred and last y*-ar William H. Berry, 
Democrat, was elected Treasurer by 
a plurality of 98,194. The total vote 
was 230,000 loss than that counted In 
tho presidential year, much of which 
waa fraudulent. But tho total vote 
was 1,017.602. Of this Berry received 
546,S92 against 335,430 cast for Parker 
In 1904. It was not. therefore, a party 
victory, but It disclosed the fact that 
there were more than 200,000 people, 
mostly Republicans, In the State who 
were willing to Quit their parties for 
the sake of honesty. Now a party 
which desires honesty in public affairs 
Is the most formidable enemy of the 
Penrose machine. 

A great factor In tho Republican de¬ 
feat last full was the Lincoln party. It 
Is composed of Republicans who are 
opposed to the Republican organiza¬ 
tion as now constituted, or who. In 
other words, believe a party should bo 
organized for some other purpose than 
stealing. They supported Berry, and 
he was elected. On Thursday last they 
held a State convention in Philadel¬ 
phia. It met In Musical Fund Hall, the 
>an»e room In which Fremont was nom¬ 
inated for President In 1856, and is 
therefore often called the birthplace of 
the Republican party, for It was there 
that the first Republican national tick¬ 
et was named. It contained 278 dele¬ 
gates. There were only forty of the 
sixty-seven counties of the State rep¬ 
resented. The total representation 
would have been 414, so there was a 
good majority. The nominations were 
all made by acclamation, so that there 
was no question that they represented 
the party. There was much feeling for 
the nomination for Governor of Mayor 
Weaver, of Philadelphia, that his fol¬ 
lowers yielded gracefully and helped 
to make the nomination unonlmbus. 
Louis Emery, Jr., of McKean county, 
was nominated for Governor. 

In a correct understanding of the 
situation it Is necessary to say that the 
Lincoln party convention was held in 
the hope of forcing the Republican con¬ 
vention, that Is the Penrose convention, 
to nominate a good ticket—to put up 
men who. It Is supposed, will not steal, 
and who will not countenance stealing 
by their subordinates. There were also 
those who desired to capture tho Lin 
coin party and attach it to the Penrose 
organization. Their idea was to get a 
lot of nominees who could be manlpu 
lated. to call together the State Com 
mlttee and change the ticket to suit the 
organization. %he convention saw the 
snare and took steps to avoid It. It was 
resolved that any resignation from the 
ticket be made before July 10, and that 
the convention should reassemble to fill 
any vacancy. The candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor was catechised and he said he 
wanted to stay on the ticket and fight 
It out to the last. Of tho convention 
and the ticket the Philadelphia Pres*, 
a Republican paper, say*: 

“It was made up of earnest and resolute 
men. It was full of militant and nggres- 
•ive spirit. Its temper wo* unmistakable. 
Not only was there no disposition to tem¬ 
porise or parley, but there was little wll- 
Ifngneh* even to heed moderate counsel*. 
The watchword of the convention whj* a 
buttle cry and Its weapon was a flaming 
sword.

The platform is 
the Ikxralogue— nay, more, the twice Ten 
Commandments— of reform. The ticket 1 * 
tho incarnation of belligerency. It is the 
select and pre-eminent Quartet of Revolt 
If four greater Inborn fighter* could be 
Picked out In the entire Commonwealth 
where are they? They are tho Uruel Put¬ 
nam of tTie wolf * den, the Mad Anthony 
of Stony Point, the dnshing Marlon of the 
glndes ami the swamp*, the Paul June* 
who, with )ils ship rlddiod and sinking, b i* 
only Just begun to light’* 

It was a Roosevelt convention. In 
the resolutions he received the “enthu¬ 
siastic support" of the delegates, and 
he was constantly alluded to In the 
speeches. Mr. Biankenberg. In nomi¬ 
nating Emery for Governor, said that 
they had In the White House a man 
who exemplifies '‘the square deal/* and 
| they wanted the prototype of Theodore 
Roosevelt In the executive mansion at 
I Harrisburg. The demand for the square 
deal was prominent’ in tho platform 
and tho speeches. Tho platform de¬ 
clares for legislation preventing dis¬ 
crimination by railroads, and the os- 
[tabUshment of a Stale Railroad Com¬ 
mission; the Improvement of election 
laws; the abolition of the fee system; 
readjustment of tho pure food laws, and 
the election of United Ktates Senator* 
by direct vote. It opposed tin erec¬ 
tion by the State of a monument to 
former Senator Quay. 

The notion that the Penrose con veil-1 
tlon to-morrow may nominate a tick¬ 
et of men who will administer the af¬ 
fairs of Pennsylvania honestly se^ms 
altogether chimerical. Whut use would 


Panama Supplies. 

There has recently been some sharp 
debate In Congress touching the pur¬ 
chase of supplies for Panama, the rep¬ 
resentatives of the trusts strongly In¬ 
sisting upon procuring them in this 
country, free from foreign competi¬ 
tion oa to price, thus giving the bene¬ 
fits of the high tariff to the home man¬ 
ufacturers. In an extended debate on 
Saturday the following Joint resolution 
was taken up: "Resolved, That the 
purchase* of material and equipment 
for the use of the construction of the 
Panama Canal shall be restricted to 
articles of domestic production and 
manufacture, unless the President shall 
In any case deem the bids or tenders 
therefor to be extortionate or unreason¬ 
able." Repeated effort was made on 
.the part of Democratic senators to ren¬ 
der the resolution more explicit as to 
the measure of discretion of the Presi¬ 
dent, but all amendments were voted 
down by a strict party vote. It was 
especially sought to exclude the word 
“extortionate/* but tho effort met. 
ns In the caao of every other proposed 
modification tending to secure competi¬ 
tive prices, a stolid purpose to submit 
to no change. Senator Bacon argued 
that 130,000,000 could b© saved In pur¬ 
chasing supplies for the canal In for¬ 
eign markets. Tills conclusion was 
reached by estimating the total sup¬ 
plies at 380,000,000 and the tariff on the 
entire quantity at 330.000.000, the 
amount that would be saved by pur¬ 
chase abroad. He also referred to tho 
sale of articles with a high protective 
rate cheaper In foreign countries than 
at home, noting specifically on© 
instance in which the Same mill hud 
sold rails to a Texas-Mexico road at the 
rate of $28 a ton In Texas and 324 In 
Mexico. To this Senator Aldrich, who 
had the resolution In charge, replied 
that “it Is a well known fact that pro¬ 
ducers in the United States and else¬ 
where sell at a less price In foreign 
markets than to their regular custom¬ 
er* at home; but this fact has never 
effected tho decision of the people of 
tho United States as to what our for¬ 
eign policy should be." Having for a 
time denied or quibbled on the subject 
the trusts and their representatives in 
Congress now* boldly acknowledge the 
charge In a manner which smacks very 
much as If to add, "and what are you 
going to do about It?"

BUILDING LAW 


Would Help Insurance Inter¬ 
ests In Kentucky. 


Points About 
People, 


RECOMMENDED BY COMMIS¬ 
SIONER HENRY PREWITT. 


Steubenville, O.. June 4.—While the 
situation In Jefferson county, Ohio, wus 
most pacific at 10 o'clock to-night rel¬ 
ative to the miners’ troubles at Dil- 
lonvaie. Plum Run ami Bradley, as 
well da the other mining tow r ns In the 
vicinity of which a battle occurred be¬ 
tween the striking miners and armed 
guard* early this morning, the fear Is 
general that the situation will become 
acute to-morrow, when the troops tha: 
were ordered from Columbus, O., ar¬ 
rive. 

At Dlllonvale to-nlghl the strikers 
are In a most turbulent mood. U 
Is reported that they and their sym¬ 
pathizers during the day made large 
purchases of rlfies. revolvers and am¬ 
munition. and finding an Insufficient 
quantity In Dlllonvale, extended their 
pure hoses to Steubenville and Wheel¬ 
ing. 

Every attempt Is being made by the 
leaders of the mine workers to hold the 
men in check, but the failure to pay 
strike benefits, coupled with their 
straitened circumstances and the out¬ 
break of this morning, have had the 
effect of inciting the foreign element 
to desperate meosure*. 

The gmrda of the United States Coal 
Company, who were Involved In the 
outbreak this morning, are to-night in¬ 
trenched near Crow Hollow*, and per¬ 
sons living In tha vicinity, fearfully ex¬ 
pectant of trouble, are keeping to their 
home*.

Mr. Dick, of Ohio, has taken the seat 
of Mr. Depew on the floor of the Sen¬ 
ate, which has given rise to a good deil 
of remark.

The attempt on the lives of the King 
and Queen of Spain has caused In Lon* 
don a distrust of efficacy of the police 
in the watching of Anarchists The 
notion has prevailed that while An¬ 
archists In London might hatch plots 
to be carried out In other countries, 
they were under continued surve fiance 
and could not escape It. Hence the 
story that the plot was formed In Lon¬ 
don is very unpalatable, though a 
warning was sent out thence the day 
before. Nevertheless the presence of sj 
many Anarchists In London Is unpleas¬ 
ant. and steps may be taken with a 
view to diminishing th© number. 


Whlls various estimates have been 
made of th© the casualties. It Is Im¬ 
possible to verify any reports of 
deaths, although It Is known that ten 
or more were wounded. The coal com¬ 
pany denies that any guards w^re kill¬ 
ed, but refuses to give out the names 
of Injured. It is know*n that one of 
the wounded guards who fell Into the 
hands of the strikers was taken to 
SmlthfU'ld as a prisoner. 

The clnsh was the dlroct outgrowth of 
the alleged abuse by the United States 
Coal Company’s guards of an Italian 
union miner from Pittsburg on Sunday 
afternoon. Early this morning sixty- 
eight of the company’s guards start¬ 
ed to march across tho hills from Plum 
Run to the Bradley mine and at Crow- 
Hollow were ambushed by a force of 
200 to 300 strikers. In the battle that 
ensued Severn! hundred shots were 
fired, but the strikers* aim wah bad 
which accounts for the few casualties. 
The guards were forced after twenty 
minutes of fighting to retire in disor¬ 
der to Plum Hun. 

Deputy Sheriff Murray, who Is sta¬ 
tioned at the Bradley mine, telephoned 
to Sheriff Vorheea to-night saying that 
the miners threatened to “clean out" 
the guards before the troops arrive and 
that he was expecting trouble any min¬ 
ute. The guards at this mine will leave 
as soon as the troops arrive, and It 
expected that with the removal of the 
guards all cause for conflict will dis¬ 
appear. 

• • • 

Threat* of Dynamite. 

Mining officials who have endeavor© I 
to maintain peace during the strike 
said to-night that the situation is of 
sufficient gravity to warrant troops 
upon the scene, and Sheriff Vorheea 
said he asked for troops only when 
threats were made to burn mining 
property and use dynamite. A tele¬ 
gram was received by the Sheriff to¬ 
night from Brigadier Gen. Speaks an¬ 
nouncing that ho would arrive with the 
militia before morning. 

At midnight telephone Inquiries made 
at tho various stations in Jefferson and 
Belmont counties Indicated that every¬ 
thing w-as quiet and no trouble was 
feared at any of the mines to-night. 
Earlier reports, it was stated, were 
made up on the apparent congregation 
of miners at several points, but at mid¬ 
night these had dispersed and peace 
and quiet seemed to reign over the com¬ 
munities.

The new Assistant Adjutant General 
has had seven years* service lti the 
State Guard, coming up from the ranks 
to the post of Quartermaster of the 
Second regiment. For four year* past 
he has been chief clerk in the depart¬ 
ment under Gens. Murray and Haly.

K1 Paso. Tex.. June 4.—Francislco

“Only seven Mexican* and two Amer¬ 
icana were killed at Cunanea. The Mex¬ 
ican officials are now In absolute con¬ 
trol and ro quiet is the situation that 
Gov. Yzabel returned to Hermoaltlo 
«o-day. leaving Gen. Torres and Col. 
Kesteriltskey In command. 

“The Mexican Government will not 
censure Gov. Yzatiel for taking &rm«d 
Americans to Cnnaneu, as they were 
not American troops, and it was time 
for action. Men were needed in Can- 
anea to restore peace and the Ameri¬ 
cans volunteered. Gov. Yzabel accepted 
them pending the arrival of the Mexi¬ 
can troops. The trouble at Nuco be¬ 
tween American* and the Mexican offi¬ 
cers Friday night waa simply a mis¬ 
take of somebody, and Is deplorable, 
hut I nm satisfied that it is ended. 
There was no organized attempt, as I 
understand, of armed moo to force 
themselves Into Mexico. I think the 
Incident Is closed.“

Columbus, O,, June 4.—When the 
Joint Scule Committee of the Ohio 
miners and operators adjourned to¬ 
night until to-morrow the miner* had 
under consideration a proposition made 
by the operators to submit the differ* 
ences In the Ohio field to^ arbitration. 
Neither the operator* nor miners would 
discuss the details of the proposition 
or the probable action. 


Indicates That Worst of Riot Is 
Over. 

Washington, June 4.—The following 
report has been received at the War 
Department from MaJ. Watts, dated at 
Naco, Arix.: 

‘Military Secretary. Washington, D. 
C.: My information as to trouble at 
Cananea la as follows: Mexican em¬ 
ployes of Greene Copper Company 
struck for higher wages and made oth¬ 
er demands. Mexican story is that a 
large number of strikers went to com¬ 
panies lumber yards, and tried to In¬ 
duce non-strikers to quit work, und 
that they were peaceably dispersed. 
Two American brothers, named Met¬ 
calf. resented action of nlrlkrrs and 
went to roof of house and shot And 
killed four or five Mexicans. Striker* 
then broke Into the house and killed the 
two Mttcnlf brothers. 

"Story of Copper Company differ* 
somewhat. Claim trouble Is soela’lstlr 
and due to labor agitator*. The total 
casualties are two American* and ab^ut 
fifteen Mexicans killed. 

“The Gufemor of Honora Is at Can¬ 
anea sinco'June L The Governor t ok 
with him 260 American Volunteer 
guard*. Capt. Rytinlng. Arizona Ring¬ 
ers went with them. My Information 
this morning Is that all Is quiet ut Can- 
, anea. Talked with Mr. Greene over 
telephone this morning. He *ays that 
Mexican troop* are there and have ev¬ 
erything well In hand nnd that no more 
disorder is anticipated. Am Informed 
that Americans have resumed work. 
The American volunteer* returned last 
night and have gone to th»dr home*, 
(ion. Torres passed through here this 
morning enroute to Cananeu. Follow¬ 
ing Is translation of message to me 
from Governor of Sonora through the 
Mexican Commlsaarto of Naco, ‘Ron- 
qulllo: 

“ ‘Cananea, June 2.—T©11 the chief 
of the force from Iiunchucha that the 
strikers are In a peaceable attitude 
since last night and more so since my 
arrival. That there Is no fear of dis¬ 
order. (Signed) Rafel Isabel. 

“We may return to Huachucha as 
soon as possible to complete our target 
practice. (Signed) ‘Watts. Major Fifth 
Cavalry/’ 

BERTHA CLAICHE GETS 

LIGHT SENTENCE. 


Frankfort, Ky„ June 4.—(Special.]— 
The thirty-sixth annual report of the 
Kentucky insurance Department, vol¬ 
ume I. showing business done during 
the year by fire, marine and Inland 
companies, was Issued to-day by Com¬ 
missioner Henry Prewitt. The second 
volume, relating to life Insurance. Is 
in course of preparation, and will be 
given to the public very shortly. 

The volume Issued to-day contains 
500 pages und 1* very comprehensive, 
containing all laws adopted at the re¬ 
cent legislative session which affect the 
classes of Insurance -covered In the re¬ 
port. It shows that at the beginning 
of tho year there were 117 companies 
doing business In the State. During 
the year two companies, the Blucgrass 
Insurance Company and tho Law Union 
and Crown Company, of London, with 
drew from the State, Eight companies 
were admitted to the State, leaving en¬ 
gaged In business here at the end of the 
year 123 companies. Since the begin¬ 
ning of 1906 six new companies were 
admitted to the State and three, the 
American Fire, of Philadelphia, and 
the New York Fire, of New York, have 
ceased to do business In th© State since 
the Great Conflagration at San Fran¬ 
cisco. They reinsured their business 
In other solvent companies.

Total Risks $278,492,545. 


The fatal risks written In the State, 
as reported by all companies on lire, 
marine and tornado business, amounted 
to 3278,492,545. The premiums report¬ 
ed on Kentucky business amounted to 
33.829.696. The losses paid are given 
as 31.971,006. The ratio of losses paid 
to premiums received on tho business 
of stock companies of other States In 
Kentucky is 52.19 per cent. The loss 
ratio of the foreign companies on their 
Kentucky business t# given at 51.66 per 
cent. In presenting the report the com¬ 
missioner says: 

“A proper enforcement of the Fir© 
Marshal I^aw, recently enacted by tho 
Leguslnture, and the enactment of the 
laws recommended In the foregoing let- 
ter to the Governor, would, in my Judg- 
ment. give to the people of our State 
Just and proper rates from the Insur¬ 
ance companies.

Building Law Needed. 


“The most important law that could 
be enacted at this time would be a 
proper building and inspection law, 
and. as stated in my former reports, 
1 a mstlll of the*opinion that the val¬ 
ued policy law should be repealed. It 
Is unjust, In that It permits th«* as¬ 
sured. in many instances, to collect 
more from the companies than wjls 
actually lost, if the people of the State 
expect the companies to d<Ml honestly 
with them, no law should bv upon the 
statute bttoks that would in Itself per¬ 
mit a citizen of tho State to deal un¬ 
justly with the companies.”

In hla charge to the new grand Jury 
here to-day Circuit Judge Parker gave 
drastic Instructions. The most unex¬ 
pected feature of the riharge was the 
Judge’s declaration that he had "wash¬ 
ed his hands” of the compromises In 
the shape of fines which had been made 
with the pool-rooms. He also invited 
the grand Jury to Investigate the af¬ 
fairs and business of the Southern Mu¬ 
tual Investment Company, which with 
Us successor, the American Reserve 
Bond Company, Is now In the hands of 
receivers, and Its mall under the ban 
of the Post-ofllce Department. The 
chief points In Judge Parker's charge 
were as follows: 

• • • 

Moral Wave Sweeps Country. 


"There has been a great moral wave all 
ever this country. It has swept across tho 
United States with tho fores and vigor of 
a cyclone, lam not an admirer of moral 
waves. I would much rather see the en¬ 
forcement of law Without thrso waves, for 
waves Invariably leave something unde¬ 
sirable behind. 1 advocate a uniform and 
constant administration of all law* that 
are In force. Yet we can say for an en¬ 
lightened and civilised people, the people 
of America have shown less regard for 
law than any other people; and 1 know 
of no place in America where that 
fact is more patent than here In Lexing¬ 
ton. 

"If a crime Is committed, that Is. ex¬ 
cites the Indignation of men, the law Is 
often dlxregard.nl and there comes talk 
of a lynching. If a crime \n committed 
quietly, though of equal evil with the 
ether, men are prone to let 1 ( gv. unpun¬ 
ished I remember some time ago 1 had 
to talk to a mob at the Jail. They wanted 
to lynch two boys. Tho boys were secure; 
they could not escape; they were tried, 
convicted and punished for a heinous 
crime, yet In that ense the people grew 
Indignant and wrent to lynch the perpe¬ 
trators. Hen a speedy enforcement of 
law was demanded, and an outcry was 
made against tin- law s delays and lack 
of enforcement. It Is very frequently the 
people’* fault that the law* are not 
enforced, and we must look to the Juries 
for a righteous enforcement of nil law. 
There Is only one thing that will break 
up lynching and that Is to enforce the 
law. Let It once be known that no man 
can commit a crime and exenpe punish¬ 
ment and that no man can come between 
the criminal and his punishment. 

• • • 

Must Stop Gambling. 


"Another matter to which 1 am com¬ 
pelled to call your attention Is the law 
against gambling. When 1 first went on 
th.s bench there wus not a poolroom In 
Lexington. Some year* ago In a test case 
the Phoenix Hotel wire held to be In viola¬ 
tion of the law. and since that time pool- 
room* have been flagrantly run wide open 
In the city. Sometimes those responsible 
for these poolrooms have been brought 
before this court and sometimes a pun¬ 
ishment has been imposed by agreement 
with the Commonwealth and the accused 
fined $»V"V Recently these cases were sent 
to a Jury and much smaller fines were 
srseaatd. 1 am now thoroughly deter¬ 
mined to wash my hands of this attempt 
at enforcement of the law which his 
proved such a farce. I shall require the 
people of this county through Its Juries 
to say whether they want poolrooms and 
gambling to run as they are I do not pro¬ 
pose to sit on this bench and term after 
term see such a legal compromise made 
with these crimes These cases must go 
before a Jury, and If the Jury wants them 
to run. let a fine of one cent and costs b# 
Imposed If tho Jury wants the law 
against gambling enforced let them say 
by their verdict, twelve months In Jail, 
and you have stopped It.

Investigate Investment Companies. 


"There Is now one thing to which I 
must call your attention. In this county, 
for some years past, there has been a sys¬ 
tem of finance to wnlch I have previously 
referred without specifications. X mean 
the Investment companies. There Is now 
before this court a receivership case for 
the last one of all the Investment com¬ 
panies. I regret very much that such a 
system ever swept across this common¬ 
wealth. The system l* absolutely Impos¬ 
sible of fulfillment. In one company it 
was stated that an Investment of 1$ was 
advertised to produce f30u In twenty 
years. Now we have a law which pun¬ 
ishes corporations for Illegally using the 
funds of another. A corporation must 
pnv Its debt* or mike provision for tho 
payment of its debts, before it under¬ 
takes to distribute profits among Its of¬ 
ficer*. . . 

•The law says that the men in charge 
of these funds, before wing themselves 
or stockholders anything, must pay the 
corporate debts. I do not Intimate to you 
that there Is anything suspicious with the 
affairs of the Southern Mutual Invest¬ 
ment Company, which recently changed 
Its name, but I do charge lh*4 you are 
Justified In making some Inquiry as to 
whether Its business has been honetly 
oonducted. Great looses are raid to have 
occurred, and you should look Into the 
affair* of tho company I have num-d 
and ascertain how ft has been managed. 
Mistake* nre not punishable, and there 
may be some mistake* It Is for you to 
see whether this company has been fairly 
conducted or mismanaged. 

"Something ought to be done lo reduce 
crime In tills* county, and In the perform¬ 
ance of y«»ur duties you can help In the 
accomplishment of that end. 0 »cc let it 
be known that n grand Jury will enforce 
the law, men will be more Inclined to 
obey It.

STATEHOOD BILL’S STATUS, 


Washington. June 4—It Is expected 
that the conference report of the Rail¬ 
road Rate Bill will be sent back to 
conference as a result of the injection 
of new matter In portions of the bill 
which were not In dispute. Efforts to 
Induce the Senate conferees to aak for 
the recommitment of the bill have been 
unavailing, however. 

They met with the House conferees 
to-day and considered the criticisms. 
The managers on the part of both 
bodies decided to '*stand pat” and not 
to reconsider the conference report un¬ 
less It was sent back to them on points 
of order. 

It was conceded by the conferee* that 
there are four changes In the bill to 
which points of order might be made 
and sustained. The first of these Is the 
Incorporation of the words “transporta¬ 
tion or facilities” in the provision re¬ 
quiring every common carrier to file 
with the commission copies of all con¬ 
tracts. agreements or arrangements 
with other common carriers In relation 
to any traffic, "transportation or facili¬ 
ties’* affected by the provisions of this 
act. 

In Section 4 the words "or transporta¬ 
tion’’ were Incorporated in the pro¬ 
vision authorising the commission to 
pass upon the reasonable ness and Just¬ 
ness of "liny regulations or practice's 
whatsoever of such carrier or carriers 
affecting such rates" and to this was 
added the word* "or transportation." It 
Is clAlmed that the use of these word* 
changed and enlarged the entire scope 
of the motLMire. Another amendment of 
the same character was made to this 
section. 

The fourth amendment to which a 
point of order would be subject Is that 
declaring that the act shall take effect 
sixty days from and after U* passage

Capt. Thomas Scott Baldwin, whose 
new airship, the City of LouUrvJU*. will 
begin a series of dallj’ flights next Mon¬ 
day, Is a dean of American aeronauts. 
For over thirty years Chpt. Baldwin has 
spent a large part of bis time thousands 
of feet above the earth. He first began 
making hot-air balloon ascensions, of the 
kind then common, and later, in 1887. In¬ 
troduced the parachute, which led to a 
revival of balloons. The drop of the para¬ 
chute proved a spectacular and popular 
form of entertainment Later Capt. Bald¬ 
win Introduced the captive balloon, nod 
thousands of persona have taken trips In 
the basket made for the purpose. Not 
one of CatiL Baldwin’s passengers has 
ever been Injured. 

It wa* in th* ’80’s that Capt. Baldwin 
began to experiment with airship* After 
the experiment of the Tlssntidlcr broth¬ 
ers in 1S83 with an electric motor to pro¬ 
vide the propelling power, many Amer¬ 
icans began to make experiments along 
the same line. Capt Baldwin built aev -1 
eral cigar-shaped balloon*, and experi¬ 
mented with a propeller turned by foot 
(Hiwer. At that time the automobile gas | 
ollne engine had not been perfected, and 
the bicycle Idea was used. The fnmou* 
Campbell airship. In 18*7. was constructed 
on this plan. It had a gas envelope built 
by Baldwin, but after the fatal ending 
of the first flight of the Campbell «lr- I 
ship no further experiment* In this di¬ 
rection were tried. It is only since the 
gasoline engine, similar to those used In 
automobiles, has been put Into airships 
th-it the propelling plan has been worked 
with any success. 

In Chpt. Baldwin’s new nlrshtp. The 
City of Louisville, the propeller I* at the 
front. Chut. Baldwin believe* that all 
builders of airship* will have to come to 
thl* plan, a* tho propeller then works on 
undisturbed air und draws the ship after 
lL Tho plan of using several propellers 
was never succevsfut chiefly because It 
required to«i much added weight and left 
the ship without the proper lifting power 

The first suci’^wsful flight ever made 
by an airship in Ann-rha was made bv 
Cant. Thomn* Baldwin with his airship. 
California Arrow. He started from Mora 
Burk. Oakland, at t*:30 o’clock In • the 
morning. August 2, lf»04 Ho rmle the «hlp. 
nnd made It drive Into the wind ns well 
a* with the wind He then return'll to I 
the exact starting point without inlury 
to the airship. Thl* feat wa« heralded 
around the world, and ,<mcr***ful mrehlo 
flight* have been made ever since. Fol¬ 
lowing Is a description of the California 
Arrow:

The gu* bag. of fine Jripuni ie silk, was 
cigar-shaped, fifty-four feet long and sev¬ 
enteen feel In diameter nrnldshlp.

The frame on which the engine wum 
mounted, with the propeller at one end 
and rudder at the* other, was of * shape 
similar to th** go* envelope but much 
shorter Tin* tin.* ribs .0 lengthwise 
timbers were brought together at the 
ends, nnd were about a yard npart amid 
ship, and braced by seven s*t» of wo<»dcn 
triangles nil carefully bolted together 
nnd then wired diagonally The machine 
we* extremely simple In every way 
There was bucket ns had l>e*n used 
in the European ship and 'he operator 
had to stund on the two bottom timbers 
of the triangle.

TO INDICT 


So Instructed In Sunday- 
Closing Cases 


To Get Statutes Before Court 
of Appeals. 


Cases In County Court Go 
Over For a Week. 


TO ASK FOR MANDATE TO DAY. 


With a view to getting both the Sun* 
day liquor netting statute and the Sun¬ 
day work statute before the Court of 
Appeals for a decision. Judge Pryor 
yesterday Instructed the grand Jury 
that It would be* proper to find indict¬ 
ments against those owners of violat¬ 
ing the statutes. 

The grand Jury which will consider 
these questions is made up of George 
Gaulbert. foreman. Charles Ballard, 
Emile Bennett, Louis Keller. Da^Jd 
Hirsch, H. Moorman. George Berry, 
W. L. Meyer. A. M. RobiMKHi. O. D. 
Vaughan, Andy Wepler and M. D. 
Voikman. 

All the cases in the County Court. 
In which County Attorney Bingham 
will ask the saloonkeepers to show 
cause why they sbould not forfeit their 
licenses for selling on Sunday, go over 
until next Monday. Mr. Bingham 
wanted the cases tried at once, but 
Judge Wilson allowed them to go 
over because of press of other business. 

Judge A. E. Richards and Judge A. 
P. Humphrey will go to Frankfort this 
morning to ask for a mandate to com¬ 
pel Judge McCann to redocket and re¬ 
try the cooes he dismissed lost week, 
thus practically deciding the constitu¬ 
tionality of the statute. 


INSTRUCTS GRAND JURY. 

To Consider Sunday Closing Law and 
Cites Statutes. 

After the organisation of the June 
grand Jury yesterday. Judge Joseph 
Pryor delivered a charge in which he 
cited the Sunday closing law and sug¬ 
gested that an Investigation of all of¬ 
fenses against It be closely investigat¬ 
ed. 

The charge relating to that subject 
Was as fallow's: 

At this point I desire to caII your at¬ 
tention to Sections 1303 of subdivision 8, 
chapter 36. aiul 1321 of subdivision W. 
chapter 36. of the Kentucky Statutes. I do 
this in order that you may find indict¬ 
ments under both sections, so thut the 
constitutionality of these laws can be de¬ 
termined. and. If proper, the penalties 
contained in snnic be enforced- Section 
1321 r<Ads os follows: 

No work or business shall be do”e on 
the Sabbath day. except the ordinary 
household office*, cur other work of neces¬ 
sity or chafltv. or work required In th* 
mamte uinc* or opetgtlqA of a ter r >*. * k fff 
or stefimbont. or stem* nr street ftallriads 
If any person on the Saboath dav 41*11 
himself be found at Ids own or any otner 
trade or culling, or shall employ hi* ap¬ 
prentices or other person In labor or otlu-r 
buslft"M. whether the same be for profit 
or amusement, unless such as Is permit¬ 
ted above, he shall be fined not less than 
two nor more than fifty dollars ft»r each 
offon* • Ev. r> r apprentice so 

employed shall be downed a separate of¬ 
fense Person* who are members c-f a 
religious society, who observe us aN&ab- 
bath any other day In the week than Sun¬ 
day. shall not be liable to the penalty 
prescribed In this section. If they observe 
as a Sabbath one day in each seven, os 
herein provided. 

This section was undoubtedly passed 
by the Legislature to meet the decision of 
the C >urt of Appeals of our 8tato In the 
case of the Commonwealth v*. !»ulsvUl*s 
and Nashville Railroad Company, report¬ 
ed In S'* Ky.. r>. 2&1. wherein said court 
held constitutional a similar statute 
which did not at that time Include the 
exceptions set forth In flection 132!. The 
statute passed upon by the Court of Ap¬ 
peals was Section 16, Article 17 of Chap¬ 
ter 29 of the General Statutes, which read 
as follows: 

• * * 

First Statute Passed Upon. 

No work or business shall b* dons on 
the Sabbath day except the ordinary 
household offices or other work of neces¬ 
sity or charity. If any person on the Sab¬ 
bath day shall himself be found at his 
own, or any other trade or catting, or 
■hail employ his apprentice or other per¬ 
son In labor or other business, whether 
the same be for profit or amusement, un¬ 
less such as I* permitted above, he shall 
be fined not less than 82 nor more than 100 
for each offense Every person or appren¬ 
tice so employed shall bo deemed a sep¬ 
arate offense Persons who ar* members 
of a religious society who observe us their 
Sabbath any other day in the week than 
Sunday shall not tie liable to the pennlty 
prescribed In this section If they observe 
•* a Sabbath one day In each seven as 
herein provided. 

As above stnted. the only difference be¬ 
tween the section Just quoted and Sec¬ 
tion 1321 Is that the lawmakers excepted 
from said statute the operation of a ferry, 
skiff, steamboat or steam or street rail¬ 
road* Thin being true. and. a* above 
stated, the Court of Appeals having con¬ 
strued th© section, ther** Is no doubt In 
my mind as to the constitutionality of 
tho asm**, and I. therefore, say to you 
that It Is your duty and your right to 
examine into the violations of this law, 
Just the same as any other heretofore 
mentioned to you. and If. tn your Judg¬ 
ment. a violation of same ha* taken 

{ dace, then It will be your duty to find 
ndletments; and In this connection I

GO OVER UNTIL MONDAY. 

Cuses In County Court Continued— 
Bingham Asks For Deputies To 
Close Riverview. 

Notices Issued by Robert W. Bing¬ 
ham, County Attorney, against the city 
and county sabmnkoepers. citing them 
to appear and show cause why they 
should not forfeit their license* for the 
violation of the Sunday-closing law. 
were returnable yesterday In the 

County Court, but on motion of tho 
attorneys for the liquor men went over 
until next Monday. Lum Simons Is In¬ 
cluded In this list of defendants, be¬ 
cause his right to sell liquor on Sunday 
because he observes the Jewish Sab¬ 
bath. by keeping closed. Is not recog¬ 
nized by the County Attorney. 

Aaron Kohn, who appeared for the 

liquor men, stated that as he was about 
to sail for Europe, to be gone until next 
September, he had turned over the 
cases to his partner, David W. Baird. 
Mr. Baird, he said, was extraordinary 
busy at this time, and he therefore 
asked If the cases could not go fiver for 
three weeks. Mr. Blnghatn vigorously 
opposed this move, saying that the de¬ 
fendants had had ample opportunity 
to prepare themselves, as the notices 
had been served early last week. The 
County Attorney Is very anxious to get 
the cases through the County Court 
before adjournment for the summer 
recess, which Is July 1. Passing of the 
cases until foil will be a distinct vic¬ 
tory for the liquor men. 

It was decided to take up the case 
of Lum Simons, he being a county bar¬ 
keeper. and John Lnttmuth. being a 
city defendant. Judge Wilson set the 
hearing for next Monday. 

Mr. Bingham then moved that a 
sufficient number of deputies be sworn 
In by the vaftous Magistrates' con¬ 
stables to prevent Lum Sltnons from 
operating his place again on Sunday. 
His motion. In full, was as follows: 

Now comes the C'*mmonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky. by R. W. Bingham. County Attor¬ 
ney ©f Jefferson County, and respect fully 
shows to this Court thnt on Sunday. 
May 3Ttfi, 1908. nnu again on Sunday. 
June 3. 1908, th© law against keeping open 
a place for the disposal of liquors and 
the law against selling liquors was open¬ 
ly. public and notoriously violated by 
th*? defendant, Lum Simons, nt Rl\er- 
vivw Park. In the County of Jefferson, 
and that In spite of notice served upon 
tho Mild defendant to shjw cause why 
his license should not be revoked for 
such violation of the law. and In spile 
of a warrant Issued and served upon tno 
defendant for violating the law. 

WHEREFORE, tho County Attorney 
moves this Court for an order entered 
of record consenting on the part of this 
Court to the appointment by the Con¬ 
stable* In the ssveral Magisterial dis¬ 
trict* of JelTSrson County Of auch a num 
b*»r of depuatlea as shall be nrc^saary for 
the purpose, who shall proceed to River- 
view Park on Sunday. June W>, and In 
case the law is being violated by the sale 
of liquors at that place, to arrest the 

f >ropnctor and ail of hi* employe*, ar.d 
n case the *ald proprietor and his em¬ 
ployes should be r*l«Hi»ed on bond and 
continue the sale of liquor to re-arrest 
us often as they alwll so violate th* law.

TO ASK KOR MANDATE. 


Judge Richards and Mr. Humphrey 
Go to Frankfort This Morning. 

Judge A. E. Richards, City Attorney, 
and Judge Alex. P. Humphrey will 
leave this mom tug for Frankfort, 
where they will appear before the 
Court of Appeals to ask for a mandate 
to compel Judge John McCann, of the 
Police Court to redockot the cases 
against tho saloonkeepers dismissed by 
him Friday, and commanding him to 
enforce the provisions of Section 1.303 
of Kentucky Statutes forbidding the 
sale of liquor on Sunday. 

It Is likely that argument on the 
petition for a mandate will not be made 
until to-morrow, however, as Judge 
Richards* time to-day will bv taken up 
In arguing a case Involving the right 
of the Stati* to tax certain f roperty be¬ 
longing to the city of Frankfort. 

-Of course, I have hope of securing 
the mandate against Judge McCann, or 
I would not go before the Court of 
Appeals." said Judge Richards yester¬ 
day afternoon, -but I do not car** to be 
placed in tho attitude of afitlclpating 
the action of the court on the matter. 
Judge Humphrey and I expect to argue 
the petition, asking for a mandate. 
Wednesday, and I hope to have the 
matter definitely settled within a week. 
1 understand that Mr. Baird, of the 
firm of Kohn. Baird & Bplndle, will 
go to Frankfort and appear before the 
Court of Appeals In tho Interest of the 
saloon men." 

Referring tn the other business which 
will demand his attention In Frankfort 
to-day. Judgt- Richard* said be would 
contend that such tuxt> an* not collect¬ 
able. The revenue agent* brought suit 
to collect taxes on the wharf property 
on the tax bills uncollected on Septem¬ 
ber 1 and an money on ttapo&li by the 
city. This would amount to muny 
thousands of dollar* a year, and the 
Court of Appeals already ha* held In 
the efts*, of the revenue agents against 
tho city of Frankfort that sukli taxes 
were collectable. A rehearing 1ms been 
granted, however, as some constitu¬ 
tional questions were involved.

John J. Dyler Prepares to Lei 
County Road3 Contracts.

TIFTYFOUR CONTRACTORS COM- 
PETE FOR THIRTY-TWO JOBS. 


WORK TO COST $90,000 WILL BE 
LET AT NOON TO-DAY. 


NEW SYSTEM OF PAYMENTS. 


Bids frrnn fifty-four Louisville and 
Jeff**rt»on county contractors were 
Opened at noon yesterday by John J 
Dyler, County Supervisor of Hoads, be¬ 
fore Judue Wilson of the County Court, 
and the names of the lowest bidders 
with the awards of the contracts will 
be made by Mr. Dyler probably by 
noon to-day. All told, thirty-two pices 
of roadway are to be constructed at a 
cost of from $50,000 to $90,000, the lar¬ 
gest sum to be expended by Jefferson 
county for rood building for merhy 
years. The specifications prepared by 
the county engineers call for building, 
repairing and reconstructing of county 
thoroughfares with macadam. The re 
pairing and grading of the dirt roads 
Is going on all the time. 

Mr. Dyler left the court room yes¬ 
terday afternoon with almost an arm¬ 
load of bids, tired and worn out after 
more than half a day of strenuous ex 
planatlons and discussion. Each of the 
fifty-four contractors enclosed $5o tri 
currency with their bids, which money 
will be returned to them In case they 
do not get the awards of the con¬ 
tracts and which will be forfeited by 
them in case they are given the con¬ 
tracts and fall to provide the bond 
required. Many of the contractors sub¬ 
mitted bids on several pieces of work, 
some taking more than six or seven. 
From three to six bids wet^ received 
on almost every piece of work. 

The clerks and assistants In Mr. Dy- 
ler's office, which Is on the order of a 
summer camp In the basement of the 
Courthouse, while the rooms upstairs 
art* being fitted up. were busy yester¬ 
day afternoon and will be busy this 
morning, going over the specifications 
of the engineers and the estimates of 
the contractors. The specifications for 
the various pieces of work are drawn 
up on a roll of paper long enough to 
reach across an ordinary street. The 
bids of the contractors, whose esti¬ 
mates on every different Item In each 
Job vary considerably, will be com¬ 
pared with the specifications and the 
total of each contractqr's estimates av¬ 
eraged. the contract going to the one 
whose proposition Is the most desirable.

CHARGES FILED AGAINST TWO 
SALOONKEEPERS. 


The officers of the Louisiana, the 
big boat that arrived In Louisville Sat¬ 
urday night from Evansville, Ind., to 
enter the excursion business, are In 
trouble with the Government officials. 
W. It! Morgan, master of the boat and 
the owner, was at the office of Capt. 
E. L. Dorsey, Supervising Inspector of 
Steam Vessels for the Louisville dis¬ 
trict, yesterday, taking steps looking 
toward relief from the embarrassing 
situation. 

For some time the Loulsluna has 
been engaged In the Sunday excursion 
business at the port of Evansville, and 
any other kind of excursion business 
that she could engage In. Several 
weeks ago she carried a Sunday ex¬ 
cursion out of Evansville, and during 
the trip she was run Into the bank 
near Ncwburg, Ind., and a panic was 
created on Ihe boat. Fortunately no 
portion was hurt and the boat was not 
damaged. As a result of the accident, 
on the charge of negligence, the license 
of William Briscoe, as pilot, and Jos. 
Conlin, as master and mate, were re¬ 
voked by the Board of Inspectors at 
Evansville, composed of R. H. Williams 
and J. II. Moore. .At the same time, the 
license of W. H. Morgan as captain 
was not revoked, but was suspended 
for an indefinite period. 

• • • 

Appeal Is Taken. 


Capt. Morgan said the decision was 
reached at Evansville while he was on 
his trip to Ijoulsvltle, and he was not 
advised of the action of the board until 
he arrived Saturday night. He was 
billed for an excursion Sunday, and 
was compelled to operate his boat 
under a new crew who were In good 
standing with the Government. Yes¬ 
terday Capt. Morgan appeared at the 
office of Capt. E. L. Dorsey, and ap¬ 
pealed from the decision of the Evans¬ 
ville Board of Inspectors In suspending 
his license. Capt. Dorsey said that he 
would take up the case at once. He 
will not give his derision until he has 
received the written evidence In the 
case from the Inspectors at Evansville, 
who are under him.

CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT 
OF INSURANCE FIRM S 
FUNDS. 


Btate Manager Swears Out Warrant 
and Says Ware Owes $41. 


W. B. Ware. of Henderson, member of a 
prominent Insurance firm of that city, was 
arrested by Detectives Ross and Donohue 
at 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon In the 
office of C C. Roe. at 317 Fifth street, 
on a wormnt sworn out by J. M. John¬ 
son. Stat»* manager of the Provident Life 
Assurance Society of New York, charg¬ 
ing Ware with the «-nib« zxletnwit of the 
company • funds to the rimouns of $41. 

Wore was taken to Jail and released o 
short time later on bond of $:**) furnish¬ 
ed by J. A. I lot mime, vice president of the 
Snead Iron Works. Mr. Ware refused to 
talk of his arrest, but Mr. Roe. hts at¬ 
torney. sold that his client was Innocent 
of the charge, and that he is not Indebt¬ 
ed in any amount whatever to the In¬ 
surance company. He raid that the com¬ 
pany had advanced money to Mr Ware 
for expenses, but that all of this hod 
be^n repaid In full. 

Mr. Johnson sold that the alleged cm- 
bexxlrment took place lust December and 
January. Mr. Johnaon said that 
he had been trying to get Mr. 
Ware to make a settlement for 
Some time. but that all effort* 
had failed. On Saturday. Mr. Johnson 
an id he met Wrtre on the streets and 
prevailed upon him to go to the compa¬ 
ny's office, where he hoped to bring 
Shout a settlement During their con¬ 
versation. Mr. Johnson said he wax called 
to the telephone and that In his ab¬ 
sence Wsre left the office. 

Mr Johnson said he greatly regretted 
having to take the course he did. both 
because of Ware’s prominent connections 
In his home city and because of the pub¬ 
licity and trouble the action entails.

To Contest Mother's Will. 

William C. Irwin, of San Francisco, 
le here to arrange for a contest of the 
will of hls mother. Mary E. Irwin, who 
died recently. The testatrix was the 
widow of Daniel Irwin, a w’ell-known 
business man, who died nearly three 
years ago Mr. Irwin says that he has 
not been dealt with fairly in the divi¬ 
sion of hls mother's estate, which is 
worth about $ 20 , 000 . Under its pro¬ 
visions tienont Irw In, hls younger 
brother, who Is studying medicine, re¬ 
ceives about $10,800, while hls sister. 
Elisabeth B. Irwin, gets $4,800 and the 
prospective contestant only $2,800. He 
says that he would not have bean cut 
off in this manner had hls mother not 
been subjected to undue Influence and 
had she not been mentally* incapable of 
making a will at the time she wrote 
the instrument. With the document 
set aside each would receive upwards 
of $ 6 , 000 . 

This Is the second recent will con¬ 
test in the Irwin family. Miss Elis¬ 
abeth Irwin contested the will of her 
father, charging her mother with hav¬ 
ing poisoned hls mind against her to 
such an extent that she received a very 
small pioportlon of hls estate. How¬ 
ever, after a contest of great bitter¬ 
ness. a Jury In Judge Gordon's court 
upheld the will. 

William C. Irwin was in the San- 
Fran cisco earthquake, though he es¬ 
caped unhurt. He put In considerable 
time working on the streets after the 
catastrophe. 

Clock Estate Worth $75,000. 

John Clock well-known retired manu¬ 
facturer, who died several days ago, 
leaves an estate worth about $ 75 , 000 . 
Hls widow, Regina Glock, gets the en¬ 
tire property for life, while at her 
death It Is to be shared equally between 
their five children—Katie Glock, Mary 
E. Helmerdlnger. Margaret Schanzen- 
bacher. John Glock and Annie R Wei- 
kel. The shares of the fast two remain 
In trust for them during their lives, 
while the remainder goes to their chil¬ 
dren.

Peter Bchanzen- 
baeher and William C. Helmerdlnger 
are made executors without bond.

Elisabeth Herms. for 
life. If she marries again she takes 
half of the property and the rest goes 
to their children. If sne remains the 
widow* of the testatrix the children re¬ 
ceive the estate at her death.

tors without bond. 

C. Harry Kunzman. by hls will dated 
May 25. 1906. and offered for probate 
yesterday, leaves hls son. O. Harry 
Kunzman, one-third of hls estate and 
the other two-thirds to hls widow, 
Mary C. Kunzman. In the event of re¬ 
marriage she Is to take her dower Inter¬ 
est only, though should she die hls 
widow all of her part of the estate goes 
from her to thd son.
